Ceremony F ollow ed by the Moat Cnique 
Feant of Modern Time*. 
Max von Binzer, who served as “ a 
page at the Berlin court” upon the or- 
casion of the double roy al wedding in 
1877, g ra phica lly describes the ceremo­ 
ny and a ttenda nt festivities in The La ­ 
dies’ Horae J ournal. ‘‘At 11 o ’clock on 
t he morning of the 18th of February . 
18 7 7 ,” he writes, “ the day of the w ed­ 
ding, we found ourselves posted again 
en espalier down the White hall. As the 
roy al procession entered the chapel a d­ 
joining a magnificent chorus intoned 
one of Mendelssohn’s superb psalms. 
The illustrious group ranged themselves 
before the altar, and Dr. Kogel, court 
chaplain, began the impressive ceremo- ! 
ny . 
As the wedding rings were ex- : 
changed hea vy a rtillery boomed forth j 
the king ’s sa lute of 101 guns. 
The roy - ; 
al fa m ilies excha ng ed cong ratulations, : 
and the cortege returned a gain to the ! 
White hall for a short reception, and at 
6 o ’clock we were summoned a gain for 
the great wedding banquet.

tionably this banquet wa s

unique of modern times. 
“ Lovers for 100 persons were la id on 
tables arranged in the form of a horse- ! 
shoe in the Hall of Knig hts. None but 
those of princely blood wa s to sit at !

The most noble and dis, ' 
ting uished vassals of the emperor were 
to serve their roy al master 
and

guests.

Belgium.

In two of the museums of old Roman 
anti«juiti«*s at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern l*oil«»rs, was fu lly 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
y* ars ag«». 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of C in­ 
cinnati has been 
investigating 
these 
heaters and found them to Is* as inter­ 
esting as th«»y are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inrhe« in diameter an«l neatly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi­ 
spherical ly shaped t«ip. Inside this shell 
is an internal elyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inches 1 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The I 
two sh«»lls ar«- «»onneeted at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco- j 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
Tin; grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and 
sokh m l or 
brazed. 
These tubes open at both ends 
into th«* bottom of the «pace l)« tw«'« n 
tId* shells, thus forming a water tub«- 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used w ith this 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opi ning 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, close«! by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from tin* fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to th«* outer shci 1 
about a. H inches above th«» grate.

whole apparatus whs raised about 
12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach tin* fuel. 
In another Ixiiler of 
somewhat the same typ«* the outer shell 
has the form of an um, while the inner ;

“ During the last Apache war, ended 
ten years ago, there were two cases 
where white children were taken pris­ 
oners by the Indians and 
afterward 
were recaptured and restored to their 
friends,” said a southwestern m ining 
engineer. 
“ The first of the children captured 
and rescued in tin* last Apache w ar was 
Santiago M cKiu. The other was u little 
10-year-old Mexican girl, Anieeta Cha­ 
vez. 
On June 20, 188(5, a detachment 
of M«»xicau troops surprised Chief Geron- 
im o’s band 40 miles southeast of M ag­ 
dalena, in Honora. Ho sudden was their 
attack that the Indians ti«»«l, scattering 
to cover and at last making their escape. 
As tin* soldiers searched the scene of the 
tight for th«* wounded and tin* plundt r 
they cam«; upon a litrl« girl, ragged and 
barefooted, hiding among the 
rocks. 
Hln* was a child of Mexican blood, and 
when sin* was made aware that those 
about her were of her own rae<* and 
friendly she told them lier name and 
storv. 
“ She was Anieeta Chavez, who had 
been adopt«*«! into the fam ily of a ranch­ 
man named Peek, livin g near Calaba­ 
sas, A. T. 
On the previous A p ril 27, 
when Goronimo made his bloody raid 
into the Santa Cruz valley, he kilh «i 
Mrs. Peck and h«*r young child, but 
carried Anieeta into captivity. That he 
should ilo so surprising a thing as to 
spare her 1 i f<» was due probably to the 
fact that in ease of ultim ately b«'iiig 
compelled to surrender to the United 
Htat«*s troops he might s«cure b«»tter 
terms by having a prisoner t«> deliver 
up to tin* whites. 
Ho tin* girl was hur­ 
ried along w ith lu r captors and com­ 
pelled to witness the other murders that 
they committed after fln'ir slaughter at 
tin* Beck ranch. 
“ It was hard work for her to ke«*p up 
xvith her captors, but her life depended 
oil it. Hev< ral times that day flu* squaws 
would hav«* killed lit r, I.id Geroniuio 
would not suffer it, though he allowed 
them to abuse and beat lier to their 
hearts’ content. 
But sin* was only at 
tin* h< ginning of her troubles. 
Freni 
tin* 
»Santa Cruz 
valley 
tin- 
Indians 
swung back to the Sierra Madrc, and 
their long journey through mountains 
and «h's* rt v as a rough and enn l one. 
The 
Indians, 
pursued teasel« ssly 
l;v 
troops on both sides of th«* Mexican bor 
«1er. 
traveled all day, mwer stopping 
1er two nights in the same place. Tin 
i 
one meal a day, which they ate at lip I t. 
consisted usualh 
of horseflesh, out it 
this were lacking and they w« e no; 
too closely followed the band sea tered. 
tin* hue! s iu search of small gain«; ami 
tin* women to gather snakes, lizards, 
grubs and dible roots and plants with 
which to make <»ut a satisfying meal. 
Their only baggage, handled alxvays by 
tin* sipiaws, consisted of blankets and 
papooses in bask«*ts, together w ith any 
plunder they desiivd to tak*» along. The 
bucks carried t in*ir rifles and two belts 
of cartridge's each. 
Usually tin* Indians 
had plenty of hors«*s to ride, but they 
did their lighting on foot. They had * x- 
<•<*11« nt tieldglasses, captured from the 
whites, and these they used constantly. 
In traveling, «»in* Indian rode in advance 
of 
the 
hand, exploring for dangers 
ahead, xvhile another, mounted oil a 
specially good horse, rode far in tin* 
rear to signal to the others information 
of any signs he might see of pursuit 
and reaily at the right time to spur for­ 
ward and warn them. 
“ The Indian bucks, w hile they took 
little notice of Anieeta, were not un­ 
kind to her, but to keep up w ith the 
party in its eiidl<»ss marching through a 
mountainous country was a fearful task 
for a child. 
Sometimes rh«*y followed 
trails and ugam traversed a trackless 
region, often clim bing heights so steep 
that th«* Indians had to dismount and 
lead their horses. When traveling afoot, 
sh<* was cautioned never to set h«*r foot 
on soft soil, but only on rocks or grass. 
This was that her footprints might not 
betray the route th«* party was taking. 
When pursuit was not hot after them 
and there was no danger in sight, G«*- 
roniino would carry her on his horse. In 
their flight the Indians found time for 
considerable murdering and plundering 
of the whites. 
Hh<* found the ««juaws 
more bloodthirsty and cruel than tin* 
bucks, and tlm yw eie «*v«*r eager to hack 
and mutilât** the bodies of any white 
p«*rson whom th** warriors had killed. 
“ Where the Indians traveled sh«* had 
no idea, excvpt that they k«*pt almost 
altogether in the mountains. 
From the 
charaot* r of the scenery as she describ« «1 
it and tin* f**\v buildings sin* saw the 
Indians must have kept most of th«* 
tme* \N holly south of th** Mexican bor 
ti«*r. 
It was the su(ld«'nness of rlu* at­ 
tack by tin* M«*xican troops that saved 
the g irl's lit’«-, for if the stpiaxvs had not 
I»«** n for th«* moment panic stricken they 
would have killed 1e r to prevent her 
being recaptured. 
But fortunately, b«;-< 
coming separated from them in the con­ 
fusion, she remain«»«! in hiding while 
they fled. When found by the Mexicans, 
she was in good condition physically 
and m entally, except that she was worn 
by fatigue and exposure, and lu*r face 
was swollen from the beatings of the 
squaws. 
Hoon after h**r recapture th»* 
Mexicans deliver«'«! her to the United 
States authorities, who took measure.** 
to restore her to her friends. 
I saw her 
soon after her return to 
Arizona— a 
brown faced, dark eyed child, handsome, 
-as all American children are. and show 
ing no signs of th«* hard « xperienees of 
her two months' captivity w ith 
th- 
crnelest Indians that live .” — New York 
Hun.
